No fees for ER visits: Health minister 


More time 
for Isaiah 

Court case over life support 
for baby held until next month 


comments Alberta Health 
Minister Gene Zwozdesky 
is scrambling to clarify 
that he’s not considering 
any type of fee for visiting 
hospital emergency rooms. 

The minister told a radio 
talk show yesterday that 
he believes this is the type 
of discussion that Alber¬ 
tans should be having 
about health care. 


But he said later in an in¬ 
terview that Alberta has 
no plans to do anything 
that would violate the 
Canada Health Act, which 
prohibits user fees. 

He said there are not go¬ 
ing to be any fees for visit¬ 
ing emergency rooms and 
no two-tiered health care 
in Alberta. 

Zwozdesky said it’s time 


for all provinces to open a 
discussion on a national 
standard for emergency- 
room waiting times to de¬ 
cide what’s acceptable. 

He was responding to a 
new report by the Quality 
Health Council that says 
emergency-room waiting 
times in Alberta have in¬ 
creased over two years. 
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The parents of a brain¬ 
damaged infant who was 
to be unhooked from life 
support are getting more 
time to line up medical 
specialists for a second 
opinion. 

An Edmonton judge has 
put over the case of baby 
Isaiah May until Feb. 19, 
when the court will decide 
how to wrangle with ques¬ 
tions that are attracting at¬ 
tention across Canada and 
around the world. 

Dr. Richard Taylor, a neo- 
natalogist from Victoria 
General Hospital, has 
agreed to examine the boy 
late next month. 

Isaiah’s mother, Rebeclca 
May, 23, was relieved to 
hear that her son will have 
more time. Doctors at Ed¬ 
monton’s Stollery Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital were origi¬ 
nally planning to discon¬ 
nect him from a ventilator 
on Jan. 20. 

“We are happy that 
someone has come for¬ 
ward and offered to assess 
him, but we will see what 
the report says,” May said 
outside court yesterday. 

Another specialist, an 
unidentified pediatric neu¬ 
rologist from the Mayo 
Clinic in the United States, 
may also review the boy’s 
condition. 

Isaiah’s parents success¬ 
fully filed for a court in¬ 
junction to stop doctors 
from taking him off life 
support last week. Now the 
Mays want 90 days for an 
independent medical re¬ 
view of his case. Alberta

Health Services has said it 
is willing to grant 30 days. 
Lawyers for both sides 
have been working togeth¬ 
er to set up the review. 

Justice Michelle 

Crighton of Court of 
Queen’s Bench said yester¬ 
day that a timeline for Isa¬ 
iah’s assessment won’t be 
set until Feb. 19 at the ear¬ 
liest. 

The baby was born last 
October with severe brain 
damage after his umbilical 
cord got wrapped around 
his throat, which deprived 
him of oxygen. Doctors 
told the Mays there was lit¬ 
tle chance the boy would 
survive longer than a few 
days, even on a ventilator. 

Since then, his parents 
have visited him in hospi¬ 
tal every day. They say 
their son has grown, put 
on weight, moves his 
limbs, wets his diaper and 
opens his eyes. 

A weary-loolcing Isaac 
May, 22, said he remains 
hopeful about his first 
child. “Every time I hold 
him, he is non-stop mov¬ 
ing,” he said. “He moves 
his head. He opens his eye¬ 
lids a little bit. Every little 
thing is an improvement.”

Two home fires not 
considered suspicious 

Firefighter receives minor injuries in blaze

Fire crews worked through 
the night yesterday, 
battling two house fires 
on the city’s south side. 

The first fire began in 
the bathroom of a vacant 
suite of a fourplex on 104 
Street and 67 Avenue 
around 10 p.m. 

Firefighters couldn’t see 
any visible signs of fire 
from the outside of the 
building when they ar¬ 
rived, but discovered 
smoke upon stepping in¬ 
side. 

They discovered the 
flames had crept into the 


walls, and battled the fire 
from the building’s interior. 

Two of the four suites in 
the fourplex were occu¬ 
pied. The other two were 
undergoing renovations. 

Nobody was injured in 
the blaze, and damages are 
estimated at around 
$400,000. 

Emergency responders 
received word of the sec¬ 
ond fire around 6 a.m., 
from the owner of a home 
on Jefferson Road and Jack- 
son Road. 

“He’d been working a 
night shift. When he got 
off, he got home, opened 
the door to find his home 
full of smoke,” Edmonton 
Fire Services spokesman 


Tim Wilson said. 

Investigators believe the 
fire originated in the base¬ 
ment of the home before it 
climbed to the second 
floor of the house. 

“Crews had to open up 
the roof of the house to re¬ 
lease some heat,” Wilson 
said, adding a firefighter 
sustained a cut on his hand 
while battling the blaze. 

He was transported to 
the University of Alberta 
Hospital with minor in¬ 
juries. 

Damage estimates for 
the home had not been cal¬ 
culated by press time. 

No foul play is suspected 
in either incident, Wilson 
said.

Response to Haiti not 
helping Harper in polls

Canada’s swift response to 
the tragedy in Haiti hasn’t 
boosted the federal 
government’s popularity 
among voters, a new poll 
suggests. 

Voters apparently re¬ 
main unhappy about 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper’s unpopular deci¬ 
sion to prorogue Parlia¬ 
ment and aren’t swayed by 
the popular effort to help 
Haiti, said pollster Allan 
Gregg. 

The latest Canadian 
Press Harris-Decima survey 
suggests the Conservatives 
and Liberals are in a statis¬ 
tical dead heat, with 32 per 


cent supporting the Tories 
and 31 per cent for the Lib¬ 
erals. 

The gap is well within 
the poll’s margin of error. 

“We’re back into too- 
close-to-call territory,” said 
Gregg. 

The NDP were at 15 per 
cent, while the Bloc and 
the Green party each had 
10 per cent. 

Gregg said prorogation 
remains a dead weight for 
the Tories and works 
against the kind of popu¬ 
larity boost they might 
have looked for after a 
speedy and high-profile re¬ 
sponse to the earthquake. 

“There continues to be a 
lingering anxiousness and 
animosity around the pro¬ 
rogation issue and, as a 


consequence, what you see 
is an unwillingness to con¬ 
cede that these guys are ac¬ 
tually engaged and in¬ 
volved and working,” he 
said. 

But this animosity could 
fade, he added. 

“There’s no question 
that they’re getting really 
solid grades for Haiti, so I 
think right now those two 
things are creating kind of 
a conflicting impulse, 
where nothing is changing 
but the sands have a poten¬ 
tial to change.” 

Gregg said the data don’t 
hold much good news for 
the Liberals and Michael 
Ignatieff, but reflect the 
simmering anger over pro¬ 
rogation.

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World leaders mostly silent about FGM 



Globs Vie' 


Imagine if eveiy year three 
million boys had their 
penises cut off. Sound out¬ 
rageous? 

Well, eveiy year three 
million girls have parts or 
all of their clitorises cut off 
in a procedure known as 
female genital mutilation 
(FGM). The clitoris has 
double the nerve endings 
that a penis has so my 
analogy to chopping off 
little boys’ organs isn’t too 
far off. 

There are four types of 
FGM, ranging from the 
most “minor” — known as 
clitoridectomy, which in¬ 


volves the partial or total 
removal of the clitoris — 
to the most severe, known 
as infibulation, which in¬ 
volves removal of parts of 
the external genitalia fol¬ 
lowed by stitching togeth¬ 
er of what remains. The 
girl subjected to this then 
has her legs bound for 
about two weeks to create 
a seal over her genitals. 

Have I been graphic 
enough? 

And yet the world is 
mostly silent about the 
mutilation carried out on 
girls from infancy to about 
the age of 15 in at least 28 
countries, mostly in Africa 
and the Middle East. Some 
immigrants have taken 
the practice with them to 
communities throughout 
the world. It is carried out 
for several reasons, includ¬ 
ing control of women’s 
sexuality and initiation in¬ 
to womanhood. 


FGM has no health bene¬ 
fits. Doctors say it causes 
lasting psychological trau¬ 
ma, extreme pain, chronic 
infections, bleeding, ab¬ 
scesses, tumours, urinary 
tract infections and infer¬ 
tility. 

As you read this, British 
activist Julia Lalla-Mahara- 
jh will be at the World Eco¬ 
nomic Forum in Davos to 
shake the suits and wallets 
there into paying more at¬ 
tention to FGM. Her video 
appeal won the Davos De¬ 
bates 2010 on YouTube, 
and on Jan. 30 she will be 
speaking on a panel about 
FGM. 

It’s important to remem¬ 
ber FGM is not exclusive to 
one religion or social class. 
It is older than Christiani¬ 
ty and Islam. Egyptian 
mummies are said to dis¬ 
play characteristics of mu¬ 
tilation. And as recent as 
the 1950s, partial or total 


removal of the clitoris was 
prescribed in western Eu¬ 
rope and the United States 
in response to hysteria, 
epilepsy, mental disorders, 
masturbation, nymphoma¬ 
nia, melancholia and les¬ 
bianism. 

The international com¬ 
munity must speak out on 
behalf of girls and women 
and pour more support in¬ 
to campaigns that have 
worked to end FGM in 
some communities.

Embattled Obama 
pledges more jobs 


An embattled U.S. 
President Barack Obama 
vowed in his first State of 
the Union address last 
night to make job growth 
his topmost priority, as he 
looked to reignite his 
stalling presidency. 

Speaking before a politi¬ 
cian-packed House of Repre¬ 
sentatives chamber and a 
television audience of mil¬ 
lions, Obama urged law¬ 
makers to come together 
around new stimulus spend¬ 
ing and short-term econom¬ 
ic relief. 

Defiant despite stinging 
setbacks, he said he would 
not abandon ambitious 
plans for longer-term fixes 
to health care, energy, edu¬ 
cation and more. 


“Change has not come 
fast enough,” Obama said. 

He compared the United 
States to other nations: 
“Washington has been 
telling us to wait for 
decades, even as the prob¬ 
lems have grown worse. 
Meanwhile, China’s not 
waiting to revamp its econo¬ 
my. Germany’s not waiting. 
India’s not waiting.” 

Obama looked to use the 
high-profile speech to 
change America’s conversa¬ 
tion from how his presiden¬ 
cy is troubled — over the 
messy health-care debate, a 
limping economy and the 
missteps that led to Christ¬ 
mas Day’s barely averted 
terrorist attack — to how he 
is seizing the reins on the 


economic worries foremost 
on Americans’ minds. 

He spoke to a nation 
gloomy over double-digit 
unemployment and federal 
deficits soaring to a record 
$1.4 trillion, and to fellow 
Democrats dispirited about 
the fallen standing of a pres¬ 
ident they hoped would car¬ 
ry them through this fall’s 
midterm congressional elec¬ 
tions.

Survivors honour 65 th anniversary of liberation 


Bundled tightly against 
the cold and snow, elderly 
Auschwitz survivors 
walked among the 
barracks and watchtowers 
of Auschwitz and Birkenau 
yesterday, many clad in 
scarves bearing the grey 
and blue stripes of their 
Nazi prison garments 
decades ago. 

Moving later into a heat¬ 
ed tent to escape the -12 C 
temperatures, they heard Is¬ 


raeli Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu vow that 
his country would never al¬ 
low anyone to erase the 
memory of the victims of 
Nazi Germany’s death 
camps. 

“We sit in a warm tent 
and remember those who 
shivered to death, and if 
they didn’t freeze to death, 
they were gassed and 
burned,” Netanyahu said in 
a solemn ceremony mark¬ 


ing the 65th anniversary of 
the liberation of Auschwitz 
by the Soviet army. 

Some 150 Auschwitz sur¬ 
vivors and European leaders 
were on hand for the Inter¬ 
national Holocaust Remem¬ 
brance Day ceremony, one 
of scores around the world 
marking the global day of 
commemoration estab¬ 
lished by the United Na¬ 
tions in 2005. 

After brief remarks in

Formula forecasts Canada 
will lead the medal parade 


prediction Canada will in¬ 
deed own the podium at 
the Vancouver Olympics, 
according to a medals pro¬ 
jection by a Colorado Col¬ 
lege economics professor. 

Daniel Johnson, a Cana¬ 
dian who serves as the Ger¬ 
ald L. Schlessman Professor 
of Economics and director 
of the Innovative Minds 
Program at Colorado Col¬ 
lege, has been projecting 
Olympic medal numbers 
since 1999 when he did his 
first prediction for the 
2000 Games. Since then, 
his figures have been 94 
per cent accurate for actual 
medal counts and 87 per 
cent for gold medals. 

Johnson’s numbers say 
Canada will win 27 total 
medals, including five gold, 
at the Vancouver-Whistler 
Games. The U.S. and Nor¬ 
way will come next with 26 
apiece (including five gold 
for the Americans and four 
for the Norwegians), fol¬ 
lowed by Austria (25 
medals, four gold), Sweden 
(24, 4), Russia (23, 8), Ger¬ 
many (20,7), Italy (19, 3), 
Finland (14, 4) and Switzer¬ 
land (13, 4). 

Interestingly, Johnson’s 
model has virtually noth¬ 
ing to do with the athletes 
involved. It instead focuses

on per capita income, pop¬ 
ulation, climate and politi¬ 
cal structure of countries, 
combined with 60 years of 
Olympic results. 

One thing that Johnson 
does take into account is 
the advantage of being the 
host country. 

“It’s probably the single 
most important factor, if 
considered individually,” 
he said. “During the Sum¬ 
mer Games, the home ad¬ 
vantage is really huge, the 
home country usually wins 
about 25 or 26 more 
medals than they would if 
they were not hosting the 
Games. 

“In the Winter Games, 
that advantage is smaller 
partly because the varia¬ 
tion in who hosts is smaller 
and because the number of 
nations who participate is 
smaller, so the advantage is 
three medals — one of 
them gold.”

Bobsledder Pierre Lueders 
will drive for two more 
medals next month at the 
Vancouver Olympics, but 
he’ll do it with two rookies 
in his sled. 

Lueders will drive with 
Edmonton Eskimos run¬ 
ning back Jesse Lumsden, 
track star Neville Wright — 
both from Edmonton — 
and pusher Justin Kripps of 
Summerland, B.C., behind 
him. 

The veteran pilot head¬ 
lines the list of 18 athletes 
who were officially named 
to Canada’s bobsled team 
for the Games yesterday. 
While Lueders has yet to 
win a medal on the World 
Cup circuit this season, he’s 
confident he can make it 
back to the Olympic podi¬ 
um.

there,” Lueders said. “I don’t 
worry about it too much. 
My entire objective for the 
season was to be prepared 
for the Olympics, and the 
way it looks right now 
that’s where we’re headed.” 

Vancouver will be the 
fifth Olympics for the 39- 
year-old Lueders. The Ed¬ 
monton native won gold in 
Nagano in 1998 and silver 
in Turin in 2006, both in the 
two-man events. He also has 
88 career medals on the 
World Cup circuit. 

Lumsden and Wright 
have about a year’s experi¬ 
ence, while Kripps has four 
years in the sled but is head¬ 
ed to his first Olympics. 

Lumsden has been with 
Lueders on the two-man 
sled for half this World Cup 


season and is set to do so 
again in Vancouver. 

“For everything that’s 
happened over the last 
three years of my life, to 
have this opportunity to 
represent my country is the 
greatest feeling I’ve had in 
sports,” Lumsden said. 

Yesterday’s announce¬ 
ment ceremony was held in 
front of 700 flag-waving 
schoolchildren at a Calgary 
elementary school. 

In Canada’s other sled, 
Lyndon Rush of Humboldt, 
Sasic., will have Edmonton’s 
Dave Bissett, Calgary’s Las- 
celles Brown and Chris Le 
Bihan of Kelowna, B.C., 
with him when he drives in 
his first Olympics. 

Bissett had been Lueders’ 
drivemate for the last few 
years before being replaced 
this season. He is a late re¬ 
placement for Dan 
Humphries, who raced with 
Rush all year, but became a 
liability for the Games due 
to an ailing hip.

Alpine team

ski Medal expectations

It took Ben Gunning a 
while, but he did at last re¬ 
lease what could be his 
Moby Dick. 

The “do it” in question is 
Mai De Mer, the sophomore 
release of the Toronto in¬ 
die-rocker’s solo career af¬ 
ter making a name for him¬ 
self so many moons ago 
alongside Montreal cult 
faves Local Rabbits (an in¬ 
carnation with longtime 
friend Peter Ellcas that in its 
day was as notorious as 
Thrush Hermit, The Rheo- 
statics and The Inbreds).

Money woes 
from the grave 


celeb death Newly released 
government files offer a 
glimpse into the money 
troubles that plagued mod¬ 
el and reality star Anna 
Nicole Smith at the height 
of her notoriety, ranging 
from millions in missing 
jewels to unpaid utility 
bills. The Department of 
Justice files that detail her 
1996 bankruptcy filing al¬ 
so note her lack of under¬ 
standing of her financial 
woes. 

“Assets noted in her 
file include a 
Russian lynx coat 
appraised at 
$43,343.75 US and a 
necklace with a 
500 -carat sapphire.” 


“She did not know why 
she was in bankruptcy,” an 
unidentified examiner 
wrote in a 1996 report that 
was part of the govern¬ 
ment file obtained by The 
Associated Press under a 
Freedom of Information 
Act request. 

Assets noted in her file 
include a Russian lynx coat 
appraised at $43,343.75 US 
and a necklace with a 500- 
carat sapphire, but also six 
potbellied pigs and a 
$12,000 doll collection. A 
safety deposit box at a New 
York bank held nearly $1 
million in jewellery, but al¬ 
so a bottle of her perfume 
and a copy of her calendar. 
And while filings list 
$154,142 in income from 
modeling and royalties in 
1994 and $274,514 the 
next year, left unpaid were 
taxes in numerous jurisdic¬ 
tions and even a gas bill 
for $265.63. 

Smith’s bankruptcy fil¬ 
ing came after the 1995 
death of her billionaire 
husband J. 

Howard Mar- 
shall and put 
in motion a 
court battle 
over his for-, 
tune that has 
continued even 
after her death. 

Smith died of an 
accidental 



Also detailed in the files 
is Smith’s apparent loss of 
some $2.7 million in jew¬ 
ellery, including two 
pieces valued at nearly a 
half-million dollars apiece: 
a ring with three dia¬ 
monds, including 
one weighing 
8.45 carats, 
and a plat¬ 
inum necklace 
with 226 dia¬ 
monds totalling 
nearly 74 
carats. The 

whereabouts of 
both were never 
determined, nor 
is it known if 
they were stolen. 

In the bank¬ 
ruptcy examin¬ 
er’s report, the 
writer often ex¬ 
presses exaspera¬ 
tion with Smith, 
saying she ap¬ 
pears drugged 
during the inter¬ 
view and takes ad¬ 
ditional pills in 
the course of the 
meeting at her 
home. 

“She could bare¬ 
ly walk, her 
speech was 

slurred, she had to 
lay down in a dark¬ 
ened room as the 
light bothered 
her and she 
could not re¬ 
member what 
she said from 
one moment to 
the next,” the 
examiner re¬ 
ported. 

Ron Rale, 

Smith’s per¬ 
sonal attorney 
during her life 
and the executor 
of her estate, 
didn’t return a 
message seeking comment 
after business hours Tues¬ 
day. 

Aside from the newly re¬ 
leased government files, 
details of Smith’s troubled 
personal life have also 
[, been emerging through 
' the legal problems of her 
friends. Two of her doctors 
and her lawyer-boyfriend 
pleaded not guilty last 
month to drug con¬ 
spiracy charges 
accusing them 
of illegally pro¬ 
viding her 
sedatives and 
opiates.
